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Pope Paul on the priesthood 


Crisis has moved from identity question 
to doubts ‘about their rightful mission’ 


VATICAN CITY (RNS) — The crisis in the 
Catholic priesthood has “deepened even 
further,” Pope Paul warned in a pre-Lenten 
message. 


He said the crisis has gone from “doubt 
about their rightful identity” to “doubt about 
their rightful mission.” 


Taking part in a traditional solemn celebra- 


tion of The Word in the Sistine Chapel, the pon- 


tiff said there is a need to “rediscover some 
basic values...” 


HE INDICATED that two of these values are 
that the priest is above all a minister of Christ 
and His follower, and this calls for detachment 
from things of the world. 


The Pope added that these values must be 


pursued “in the face of the phenomenon of sec- 
ularization which desires that the priest be a 
man like all others, neither more nor less.” 


Pope Paul then pointed out that the priest 
“is a victim of robbery,” that he is a “person 
dispossessed by Christ himself.” He added that 
to follow Christ means “abandoning a great 
many things” or one cannot be a faithful or cap- 
able minister. 


ON DETACHMENT from the world, the Pope

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said the follower of Christ — and the priest in 
particular — must function in the world, but 
this “immersion” in the world must be “for the 
salvation of this world.” 


Comparing the evangelical role with that of 
a doctor who must be immunized against dis- 
eases that he treats, he said the priest who is 
“separated from the world on the one hand is 
immersed in it on the other, on the one hand 
completely free and on the other a servant.” 


The Pope spoke of the need for meditation, 
which is “to know how to find, during the long, 
hard-working apostolic day, the corner for 
speaking to God.” 


HE URGED PRIESTS to remember that the 
exercise of the ministry of Christ demands 
detachment. 


“Much is spoken about liberation, but the 
liberation which Christ demands from us is to 
leave home, to leave behind all things which 
are useless, except for announcing the Word, 
the celebration of the Eucharist, and the 
ministry of souls.” 


“Remember that we swore fidelity to this 
and let us try to remain faithful, to remain con- 
stant, to remain on the cross,” he said.

BY DIALING 825-7000 in 
San Bernardino, or 297-8500 
in the San Diego area, the 
selection of medical advice 
available ranges from birth 
control to cancer symp- 
toms, from aid to quit 
smoking to seat belts and 
safety. 

The three to seven minute 
tapes are recordings of 
messages approved by med- 
ical authorities. In the first 
eight months of operation 
in the San Bernardino- 
Riverside area, 61,660 calls 
were made. In one month, 
January, when a tape on the

Abortion protest turns

HOW called on women to 
send a telegram to Gover- 
nor Reagan to investigate 
Planned Parenthood “for 
giving birth control infor- 
mation to minors without 
the knowledge of parents,”

— to call and write to 
county supervisors protest- 
ing “tax dollars supporting 
immorality and the murder 
of little babies.”

State school 
aid fights loom 
on two fronts

STATE AID to private 
school children and their 
parents is being fought on 
at least two fronts. 


In US. District Court, San 
Francisco, the new state 
law giving tax credits to 
parents of nonpublic school 
children is being chal- 
lenged by Americans 
United for the Separation 
of Church and State and 


other plaintiffs. 
In Superior Court, Los 
Angeles, the California 


Teachers Association and 
American Civil Liberties 
Union are seeking to stop 
the loan of public textbooks 
to private school children. 


THE TAX CREDIT law 
(AB 1724) allows parents to 
deduct up to $125 in state 
income tax due for every 
child in private grade or 
high school — depending on 
annual income. 


The law says that its pur- 
Pose is to “afford parents 
some tax relief when they 
relieve the state’s tax- 
payers of the public costs of 
educating children.” 


But the plaintiffs in the 
district court case claim 
that the “primary effect of 
the act is to foster the 
state’s sponsorship, finan- 
cial support and active 
involvement. in religious 
activity.”

For whom the bell tolls 


At a parish community discussion the question of 
the recent U.S. Supreme Court ruling on abortion 
came up. There are few subjects of such lively inter- 
est to Catholics these days. Adults in the group 
expressed surprise that the one Catholic judge — 
Brennan — went the way of the majority in favor 
of the mother’s right to kill her offspring. 


The younger generation chimed in. “We're sitting 
here discussing this as though it is an academic mat- 
ter,” said a young man. “Are we any better than the 
Germans who, after World War II, said they didn’t 
know about the concentration camps and the way 
the Jews were gassed to death? Aren’t we just sitting 
back pretending we don’t know babies are being 
murdered every day?” 


Then a high school coed: “What is anyone doing 
about getting information to girls at my school and 
others, to know where to go if they become preg- 
nant? Does anyone stand outside handing out leaf- 
lets with hot-line telephone numbers, like some of 
the pushers of other information do?” 


A parent said: “Most people are apathetic 
because they think it means extra taxes to pay for 


unwanted children on welfare, if these women don’t’ 


have abortions.” 


Where does each of us stand? The young man who 
reminded us of Auschwitz and Buchenwald raised 
a good question. It’s a good question too, raised by 
the coed — who also reminded us that many Catholic 
parents do not find it easy to discuss sex matters 
with their children. Abortion and venereal disease 
may never be mentioned in the home. “‘As if we don’t 
get it from all sides while we are away from home,” 
she added. 


So, for whom does the bell toll? For thee and me. 


Retreat and reality 


Lent brings reminders of spiritual — and even 
dietetic. — exercises to strengthen our faithful 
resolve. A time for retreat and retrospection as a 
guide to where we’re going. For those who truly like 
to get away from it all for a week or a weekend, the 
three retreat houses in this diocese make us more 
than welcome. 


We are fortunate to have the Benedictines (St. 
Charles Priory, Oceanside), Franciscans (Mission 
San Luis Rey, near Oceanside) and Discalced Car- 
melites (El Carmelo, Redlands) available with their 
excellent spiritual and material facilities. 


I have not experienced San Luis Rey since it 
changed from seminary to retreat house, but I can 
certainly vouch for the comfort, care and counsel- 
ling available from Father David and the Irish Car- 
melites at Redlands and from Father Claude and 
his monks at St. Charles. If you want to lose weight, 
beware of the menus of both houses. 


‘ Brother Benno’s bread of the Oceanside Benedic- 
tine priory is famous around those parts. A bakery 
to replace the room he shares with the laundry is 
being built in which he can prepare and bake his 
500 loaves a week. Many of the loaves are exchanged 
for goods and services for the monks, and others go 
to charity, as the needy in that area can attest. 


The silent treatment 


I still prefer the silent retreat and tend to abjure 
the ‘workshop weekend” character of more talka- 
tive ones. My old mentor, Father Bernard Bassett, 
SJ, who taught my “Sunday school” when he was a 


novice about 45 years ago, recently wrote: “It 
delights me that silence is once more back in favor; 
there can be no true retreat without.” 


If you are looking for some Lenten reading, try 
Father Bassett’s Let’s Start Praying Again. It’s been 
out about a year. 


Never a bad one 


.“I never heard a bad sermon or homily.” That 
remark, made in good faith to me, sounds like the 
most charitable parishioner you could meet. 
However, it was said in all sincerity and with 
reason. A “‘bad” homily or sermon is hard to define. 


There is something we can all learn from the 
exposition of the Word from the pulpit, if only we 
are open to it. Delivery may be poor. Syntax may 
be questionable. Even the theology might lead some 
listeners to raise a querulous eyebrow. 


But the fact of the matter is that there is something 
to be learned from these allocutions. Those who 
find only food for criticism may be those whose need 
to learn is greatest. 


Perhaps an effort at greater willingness and per- 
severance in trying to extract the utmost benefit 
from the words of the homilist might be a Lenten 
exercise of benefit to us all.

Journalistic seal 


While I have mixed feelings over how far the sup- 
posed “journalistic seal’? for informants is sac- 
rosanct, it is perturbing to watch it being eroded. 
How much further along the road do we travel 
before the doctor’s office privacy and the Catholic 
confessional protection will be assailed. 


Who, ten years ago, would have predicted for the 
1970s such things as newsmen jailed for refusing to 
reveal their confidences or the Supreme Court’s 
extraordinary ruling on abortion? 


We live in such a fast changing world that we are 
constantly in a state of Toffler’s “future shock.” 
As Eric Hoffer said on Jack Paar’s show this week, 
the changes in the past ten years are so great that 
there is almost no relationship between the early 
sixties and the early seventies. And many of us are 
not quite sure where we are within the change. 


One minute Bible insight 
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In the fourth chapter of the Gospel 

according to Matthew we see Jesus battling 
his way through the deceits of Satan. The 
evil spirit had tried to conceal himself as 
an angel of light (2 Corinthians 11:14) in 
order to divert Jesus from his true mission 
by plausibly good alternatives. Satan sug- 
gested that Jesus accomplish his mission 
by giving away bread, or by taking away 
their boredom, or by forcing them to be his 
disciples through military and political 
might. 


When the fight was over Matthew says, 
“At that the devil left him, and angels came 
and waited on him.” (4:11) If our life is 
generally directed toward God and we are, 
at a particular time, trying to make up our 
minds in favor of the good Spirit, there is 
often an alternation of consolation and 
desolation until we break through into the 
peaceful certitude that comes from know- 
ing we are in the will of God. 


This alternation comes from the struggle 
of a soul reaching out beyond what comes 
naturally; not as one spurred on by the 


unrealistic claims of egoism, but as one 
invited by the Holy Spirit to give up the 
petty life of selfishness and live for God. 


In this battle we must watch our thoughts 
carefully in order to discern the inspira- 
tions of the Spirit of God. Ifin our reasoning 
we come upon elements which are agitat- 
ing, tempting, and cannot be calmly placed 
before the judgment of God we have 
detected the influence of an evil spirit. 


It is at times like this that St. Paul recom- 
mends that we “dismiss all anxiety from 
(our) minds. Present (our) needs to God in 
every form of prayer and in petitions full 
of gratitude. Then God’s own peace, which 
is beyond all- understanding, will stand 
guard over your hearts and minds, in Christ 
Jesus.” (Philippians 4:6+)

Untrained teachers 
not the answer 


The letters from irate 
persons upset that the 
Daughters of St. Paul text- 
books were excluded from 
the CCD Congress reiter- 
ates the entire question of 
religious education. 


What appalls me even 
more than the bickering 
over textbooks is that some 
parishes would use the 


Daughters of St. Paul 
series, or any other text for 
that matter, because 


untrained teachers can use 
them more easily. 


Part of the problem with 
teaching religion is that we 
have too many unqualified 
teachers. Unconsciously, 
they confuse and stifle chil- 
dren’s acceptance and love 
of God by their lack of 
understanding of the 
truths. 


It is no different from any 
public school in which an 
unskillful teacher prompts 
a youngster to hate educa- 
tion in grade one by the 
dogged imbalances in the 
content and methods of 
instruction. 

As those persons do not 
belong teaching children, 
neither do CCD people who 
seach by this standard. 


CCD needs_ qualified 
teachers who enrich them- 
selves with theology and 
methods courses at every 
opportunity. 


It needs people who — by 
their very actions — show 
an understanding and 
appreciation of the 
Catholic faith; not for what 
they wish it could be, but 
for what it is. 


Parishioners also must 
think about the quality of 
the teaching as well as the 
numbers who are taught. 


It seems that our values 
are amiss. If we want chil- 
dren to learn about Christ 
and his Church, then we 
must do everything possi- 
ble to upgrade teaching in 
the CCD classroom.

Press and religious 
freedom threat

Does lightning still strike? 


AS WOMEN WILL, we were talking 
about... lightning bolts and burning 
bushes and the biblical predilection 
-for incidences of spontaneous com- 
bustion. 


The Bible — as Cecil B. DeMille 
and John Huston have discovered — 
is fertile soil for drama and spectacle, 
calling as it does on extravagant 
imagery and allegory to present its 
simple message to a primitive people. 


The whole question of vocation, the 
dynamics of election and response, 
seems so much simpler in the Old 
Testament. When God decided to con- 
tact his chosen one, he first secured 
his attention in some phenomenal 
manner, then informed him in no 
uncertain terms what was required of 
him. 

ARGUE AS THEY might — and they 
did — the heroes of those days 
received explicit directions from 
God, who thereupon impelled them 
into action. Admittedly, he offered 
neither detailed explanations nor the 
full story, but the commands were 
clear and authoritative. 


Later, in the time of Jesus, the con- 
versions and call to service, albeit 
imbued with his character of gentle- 
ness and compassion, appear no less 
startling and unmistakable. 


Today, although the history of God’s 
election and man’s response has con- 
tinued unbroken through the cen- 
turies, we wait — in vain, it seems — 
for the intoxication of a Pentecost, 
the traumatic “metanoia” of a St. 
Paul, the metamorphosis of a Mag- 
dalene. 


“DON’T WAIT FOR lightning to 
strike,” a current vocations appeal 
warns, “it hasn’t happened since St. 
Paul.” It would be unrealistic in the 
extreme to suppose that our personal 
progress toward real commitment to 
Christ, our own response, should be 
inhibited or witheld in anticipation 
of some personal and unequivocal 


exhortation from God. 


After all, St. Paul was already zeal- 
ously pursuing God’s work — as he 
saw it — when Christ intervened 
somewhat forcefully, to redirect his 
efforts. As the Epistles indicate, 
Paul’s character and disposition were 
such that probably only an event of 
devastating effect would serve to 
bring him sharply to a halt and to his 
knees, sufficiently shaken in his per- 
sonal crusade, to hear God’s admon- 
ishing voice. 


Nevertheless, I think that, even 
today, when it is necessary, lightning 
does still strike. There are people 
who, while fired with the desire to 
serve God, yet grow deluded and 
destructive in the confusion and ten- 
sion of their lives. But the will to 
serve remains, and the potential to be 
of great service is not diminished. 


IT IS THEN, I believe, one way or 
another, lightning strikes. No burning 
bushes, but some cataclysmic experi- 


ence all the same. And we are - 


brought trembling and stripped of 
illusion to the awareness that we too 
have persecuted Christ; that after all, 
our way has not been God’s way — 
that we were blind and now cannot 
bear the brilliance of true sight. 


But for most, the call is quieter, 
more difficult to ascertain, little more 
than an involuntary yearning toward 


his service; a timid stumbling toward’ 


the light, an illogical hope in his love. 


But the route is well sign-posted, 
the destination is clear. All that re- 
mains is the will and the courage to 
step out with the confidence of one 
who knows where he is going! 


WE CANNOT WAIT for a seismic, 
individual communique before offer- 
ing ourselves in Christian commit- 
ment. There was only one St. Paul, 
one Abraham, one Moses. For us, 
Christ is the lightning strike, the 
Word of Challenge, the burning bush. 
He is the explicit command of God.

On Monday, March 5, Cardinal 
Timothy Manning received the “red 
hat” from Pope Paul VI, as one of 30 
new cardinals. This gives the unusual 
distinction of two cardinals at one 
time in the Archdiocese of Los 
Angeles, the other being Cardinal 
James Francis McIntyre. Father 
Weber, archivist of the archdiocese, 
reviews the history of the College of 
Cardinals and its link with California. 


THE HIGHEST honor to a Catholic churchman, 
aside from the Papacy itself, is that of being 
appointed to the College of Cardinals. That dist- 
inguished body of prelates constitutes an advisory 
board which assists the Holy Father in looking after 
the spiritual needs of the People of God. 


Cardinals have figured prominently in religious 
annals, in one form or another, for over 1,500 years. 
Originally, the term was restricted to certain priests 
attached to the Church at Rome, a practice which 
explains the continued symbolic bestowal upon 
newly-appointed cardinals of “titular” pastorates in 
the Eternal City. 


The name derives from its function. Those among 
the Roman clergy who counseled the Pope were 
known as “hinges” or cardines in Latin. Pope 
Eugene IV canonized the term with his observation 


_ that “‘as the door of a-house turns on its hinges, so 
on the cardinalate does the Apostolic See, the door © 


of the whole Church, rest and find support.” 


UNTIL LATE IN the Middle Ages, the figure of 
“Hingemen” designated priestly advisers in the prin- 
cipal Christian cities of Europe, including Milan, 
Naples and Cologne. Gradually, owing to the special 
dignity accorded the See of Rome, the term cardinal 
was reserved for those ranking clerics serving as 
papal counselors. 


Their position as advisers to the head of Christen- 


dom gave the cardinals an ever-growing importance ' 


and prestige in ecclesial affairs. They assisted the 
Pope in public worship, care of the needy and other 
works of the sacerdotal ministry. 


In contemporary times,- the cardinalate is 
regarded not only as a great personal distinction, 
but in the case of prelates residing outside of Rome, 
it is viewed as an honor given by the Holy Father 
to the peoples of a nation, especially those residing 
in the jurisdiction so designated. 


CHIEF AMONG the cardinals’ prerogatives is’ 


their role as papal electors. Before the time of Alex- 
ander III, certain members of the Roman clergy, dis- 
tinguished laymen and select public officials par- 
ticipated in choosing the successor of Peter. Since 
1179, that function has belonged solely to the Sacred 
College of Cardinals. 

The identification of the “red hat” with the office 


dates from a decree of Pope Innocent IV, ‘1245. The 
“papal princes” were.granted precedence over all 


the Church personages, in 1574, and since 1630, they 


have used the distinctive title of ‘““eminence.” 
Over the centuries, the number of cardinals has

varied considerably. It was fixed at 70 by Pope Six- 
tus V in 1586, a number analagous to the elders who 
assisted Moses. In 1959, Pope John XXIII removed 
the numerical limitation. The current membership 
ofthe Sacred College is 145, the largest in its history. 


. THE LINK OF THE American hierarchy to the 
College of Cardinals can be traced throughout the 
nation’s ecclesial history. The first of the country’s 
“napal princes” was baptized by Benedict Fenwick 


who, in turn, was ordained priest by Leonard Neale, 


coadjutor to John Carroll, America’s proto-bishop. 


It was the cordial relationship between the 
United States and the Papal States that emboldened 
President Abraham Lincoln, in the mid 1860s, to dis- 
patch a special envoy to the Holy See with the

Ideally, all forms of church music should 
be both a prayer and a symbol of unity — 
but the success of this depends upon proper

In this regard, the choir is most important 
today — not only does it perform in its own 
right, but it can assist in the teaching of new 
hymns to the congregation. Some parts of 
the Mass belong to the people and should 
never be sung by the choir — especially the 
“Holy, Holy, Holy,” the “Great Amen,” and 


Concerning the choice of music and the 
type, or execution, of performance, the 
“Guidelines for Wedding Music” published 
by the diocesan Music Commission — a 
pamphlet now in its third printing, repres- 
enting 11,000 copies — give some princi- 
ples that can be applied to all church music: 


“Every note played, every word sung, 
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request that a cardinal be named for the United 
States. 


The request struck a responsive chord with Pope 
Pius IX, recalling that he was the first of Peter’s 
successors to have served on the American conti- 
nent — as auditor of Chile’s Apostolic Delegation, 
1823-1825. He greeted Lincoln’s suggestion as “al- 
together wise and noble.” The Holy Father assured 
the presidential envoy that he would indeed-create 
an American cardinal, noting that he hoped one day 
“men of every race and tongue” would be rep- 
resented in the Sacred College. 


THE YEAR OF “fulfillment” came in 1875. At the 
same time that Pius IX (Pio Nono) gave the English- 
speaking world Cardinal Manning I of England, he 
conferred an equal dignity on the five million 
Catholics in the United States by elevating John 
McCloskey to membership in the sacred college. 


The red biretta was conferred on the Archbishop 
of New York, April 27, 1875, by Archbishop James 
Roosevelt Bayley. Because of the subsequent 
illnesses of Pope Pius IX, Cardinal McCloskey was 
unable to participate in the corresponding papal 
ceremonies until March 20, 1878, after the accession 
of Leo XIII. 


A statistical breakdown of the 29 American cardi- 
nals reveals that four were born abroad: John Far- 
ley, John Glennon, Humberto Medeiros and Timothy 
Manning. 


TEN AMERICAN archdioceses have been rep- 
resented in the Sacred College of Cardinals: Balti- 
more (2); Boston (8); Chicago (4); Detroit (2); Los 
Angeles (2); Philadelphia (3); New York (5); St. Louis 
(3); San Juan, Puerto Rico (1); and Washington, D.C. 
(1). The Archdiocese of Los Angeles, one of only four 
world centers of Catholicism ever so honored, is the 
only American jurisdiction to have two cardinals 
simultaneously. Others are Paris, Bologna and Syd- 
ney. 

A faint thread of purple moire or watered-silk in 
California’s Catholic heritage can be traced to Sep- 
tember 17, 1875. In a letter to his cousin, Cardinal 
Luigi Amat, Bishop Thaddeus Amat, of Monterey- 
Los Angeles, expressed his happiness about Pius 
IX’s elevation of New York’s Archbishop John 
McCloskey to the cardinalate, noting that ‘someday, 
possibly within a century, that honor will come to 
Los Angeles.” 


The Golden State was visited by Cardinal James 
Gibbons, the ranking dignitary of the Catholic 
Church in the United States. The first visitation of 
a cardinal to the City of Our Lady of the Angels 
began with a liturgical ceremony at Saint Vibiana’s 
Cathedral and an official greeting by Bishop 
Francis Mora of Monterey-Los Angeles. 


THE DIGNITY ultimately came to the Golden 
State in 1953, with Pope Pius XII’s bestowal of the 
red hat on Archbishop James Francis McIntyre, of 
Los Angeles. 


The distinction was renewed, two Popes and 20 
years later, by Pope Paul VI’s elevation of 
Archbishop Timothy Manning, as America’s 28th 
member of the Sacred College. 


Cardinals are commonly referred to as “brothers 
of the Pope,” a terminology especially apt for the 
shepherd of God’s People in Southern California. 
There is much that binds the City of Nuestra Senora 
de los Angeles to the See of Peter.

“In effect, the court 
ignores the guarantees of 
human rights made by our 
founding fathers in the Dec- 
laration of Independence 
and the Bill of Rights,” he 
added. 


Three cardinals 
resign Curia posts 


VATICAN CITY (RNS) — 
The Vatican has announced 
the resignations of three 
more cardinals from top 
posts in the Roman Curia, 
the Church’s administra- 
tive center. 


Resigning are Dutch-born 
Cardinal Maximilian De 
Furstenberg, 68, prefect of 
the Congregation for the 
Oriental Churches; Cardi- 
nal Paolo Bertoli, 65, pre- 
fect of the Congregation for 
the Causes of the Saints, 
and Cardinal Giuseppe 
Ferretto, 74, head of the 
Sacred Apostolic Peniten- 
tiary, a tribunal that deals 
with questions of consci- 
ence. 


Earlier, the Vatican 
announced the resignations 
of three Italian cardinals. 


THEY ARE _ Cardinal 
Carlo Confalonieri, 79, who 
retired as prefect of the 
Sacred Congregation for 
Bishops; Cardinal Paolo 
Marella, 78, from his post as 
president of the Secretariat 
for Non-Christians and Car- 
dinal Luigi Traglia, 77, as 
chancellor of the Holy 
Roman Church. 


The department Cardinal 
Traglia headed, the Apos- 
tolic Chancery, was 
eliminated by papal decree

on Feb. 27, and its functions 
— which consisted mainly 
in dispatching formal 
church documemts — have 
been transferred to the 
Vatican Secretariat of 
State. 


No successors have yet 
been named to any of the 
other remaining posts. 


THE CARDINALS’ resig- 
nations appear to be part of 
a plan introduced by Pope 
Paul, under which all top 
Vatican officials must have 
their positions confirmed 
by the pontiff every five 
years. 


The reform came into 
effect March 1, 1968. It 
means that all top officials 
in power at that time came 
to the end of their five-year 
mandate on March 1, 1973. 


The Vatican also 
announced that a Belgian, 
Father Jerome Hamer, sec- 
retary of the Secretariat for 
Christian Unity, has been 
named secretary of the 
Sacred Congregation for 
the Doctrine of the Faith. 


MSGR. CHARLES Moel- 
ler, a Belgian who is under- 
secretary of the Doctrine of 
the Faith congregation, has 
been appointed to succeed 
Father Hamer in the Chris- 
tian unity secretariat.

Cardinal Manning 
‘exhilarated’ after 
elevation in Rome 


CARDINAL Timothy Manning of Los Angeles 
described himself as “exhilarated” after 
receiving his red hat in Rome — symbolic of 
his elevation to the Sacred College of Cardi- 
nals. 


Two other Americans were among 30 pre- 
lates made cardinals by Pope Paul in one-day 
stream-lined ceremonies on Monday. 


They are Cardinal Humberto Medeirosof 
Boston and Cardinal Luis Aponte Martinez of 
San Juan, Puerto Rico. There are now 12 
American cardinals, second largest group 
after the Italians with 41. 


POPE PAUL revealed the identity of two car- 
dinals he named “in pectore” — in his heart 
— four years ago. They were Bishop Stepan 
Trochta, 68, of Litomerice, Czechoslovakia, and 
Bishop Juliu Hossu of Cluy-Gheria, Romania, 
who died in 1970 after being confined by the 
Communist government. 


The announcement of the secret elevation of 
Cardinal Trochta, who survived Nazi concent- 
ration camps, follows the consecration of four 
new Czech bishops — the first in 25 years. (see 
Universal Church, page 11.)
